I have run the farther into this Point in this place, to ſhew what 
a Compoſition the ReQor has run Chriſtianity into. Burt to return 
to ſome of his invidious Abuſes and Perverſions ; For the Credit of 
his Charge of Venom and Blaſphemous Opivzions relating to Chriſtianity 
(as well as to the Government) againſt us, he ſaith, And to thu end 
and purpoſe, in the Month of March /aft pat, there were two Books pre- 
ſented to both Houſes of Parliament, the one Entitled, A Brief Diſcovery 
ſome of the Blaſphennes and Seditious Principles, 66. The other Entitled, 
Some few of the Quakers many borrid Blaſphemies, Hereſies, ©. And alſo 
a Sheet Entitled, Some Reaſons bumbly offered, why the Quakers ſhould be 
examined, p. 6, 7. 

Here we may obſerve this ReQtor has owned theſe fame Books, as 
well as preſenting them to the Parliament : Now one of them that is 
a Libel, ſtiled, Some Few, has an Owner with the reſt. Thou there- 
fore (Fobn Meriton, ReCor, 1o called) art accountable for the mani- 
fold Abuſes, Perverſions, Calumnies and Traducings, which are in 
thoſe Books, and deteQed in my Truth and Innocency vindicated, which 
I doubt not but will turn to your great Shame and Diſgrace who 
promoted them ; as will alſo-your ſtrenuous Endeavours to Inſence 
the Government againſt us, bur that they had more Diſcretion and 
Prudence than to be influenced by two or three Invidious Perſons 
againſt a Peaceable and Serviceable People. 


Now concerning our Chriſtian Profeſſion, on which the Rettor 
makes his Obſervations, to evince the Venom of Quakeriſm, as he un- 
Juſcly defames us. h | 

He accuſeth us with dubious and equivocal Terms, agreeable to thoſe of 
the Oracles of the Heathen, p. 7. for our confeſling, © That our Belict

are Scripture Terms, fee Matt. 28. rg. 1 Fobn 5.7. Foby 14. 26. & 
Chap. 15. 26. Bur nor being content with this our Confeſſion, he 
begs-this Queſtion, i. e. But if net Three Perſons, what Three are they ? 
page-B, Let him prove theſe Terms by plain Scripture, as we have 
done ours, and then we ſhall be reſolved, fo as not to charge him 
with dubious Terms. He might have ſpared his bitter Inſinuations 
againſt us, as virulent Poiſen, groſſeſ® Errors, equivocal Reſerves, wherein 
they (meaning the Quakers) may be thought to exceed” their Brethren the 
Faith page 8. It had been more Prudence for him to have for- 

orne or reſerved theſe bitter Aſperſions, than to impoſe them upon 
the Reader ; which ſhews a great Enmity and bitterneſs of Spiric in 
the Man. 

His repeated and partial Cirations-and Charge againſt G. F. 7. P.

none therefore but the Implacable will repeat againſt me. 

About a Heaven within, and the Locality of Heaven, p. 10. 1 do 
not find either G, F. or W.P. truly quoted or cited upon Examina- 
tion. The Matter as it concerns G. F. is anſwered in the other Ex- 
amination aforeſaid. 

To. the Reftor's thus conſtruing our Confeſſion, i. e. When they 

eak of Three Divine Witneſſes bearing Record in Heaven, that « to ſay 
þ nw; he) the Heaven within them, p. 10. 

Thus he impoſes his meaning upon us, as if-we confined the 
Divine Three bearing Witneſs in Heaven, only to a Heaven within us, 
and not as being inthat Heaven without us alfo ; which is amiſtaken 
Conſtruction, for the Heaven wherein the Divine Three bear Wit- 
neſs, is above, and diſtin& from the Earth, 1 Fobn 5. 7,8. and yet 
the ſame Holy Spirit ( which is God.) bears witnefs in Farth too, 
even. in Mens Hearts and Conſciences. His Spirit bears witneſs with 
our Spirits, &c. And he that believeth on the Son of God, hath the Wit- 
wefs in himſelf, 1 John 5.120. And he that inhabitcth Eternity, and 


dwells. 


——— os oh. 
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dwclls in the higheſt Heayens, dwells alſo in the loweſt Hearts, even 
with them-that are poor and of contrite Spirits, and tremble at his 
word, how deſpiſed ſoever they are in the Eyes of the Proud and 
Envious whom God will debaſe. And it was no leflening of the 
Bleſſ:d Record of the Divine Three in Heaven, for the Spiritual Be- 
lievers in Chriſt Jeſus, ro be promoted to the Honour and Priviledge 
of firring together in Heavenly places in Chriſt Jeſus, Eph.2. 5,6. and 
their continuing in-the Son and in the Father, if the Word (which 
they had heard from the Beginning) remained in them,  Fobs 2. 24. 
As there is a Plurality of Heavens without us, fo there are degrees 
of heavenly States in Chriſt Jeſus within us, if our Converſation be 
in Heaven. 

I charge the ReQtor with a falſe Quotation and Abuſe of me in 
particular, in his Obfervation on» our Confeſſion to the Divinity and 
Humanity (-or Manhood ) of Feſws Chriff., Where he quotes Truth 
defending the Quakers, p. 22. and againfe me ſaith, here be affirms 
Chriſt's coming in-the Fleſh to be but a Figure or Example, (anſwered in 
the other Examination, part -r. p. 24,25. Which are not my words, 
but in the Prieft's 35th Queſtion, wrongly accuſing R. Hubberthors 
therewith. 

The Re&or alfo wrongs R. H. and me, in what he adds, wiz, 
Which # alſo the Sayimg of R. Hubberthorn, and juſtified by G. W. in his 
Tudgment Fixed, p. 336. who tells you plainly, what Mas Chrift the 
Quakers own, 1. &. their Light within only, p. 11. 

He wrongs me again in bath: For xf, I never underſtood, that

nor ſaw ic ever {9 affirmed under his hand, but by his Adver/aries,

though he be our Light within, as well as he is our Mediator, the 
Man Chrift without. But the Re#er, to faſten his Charge upon me, 
adds, viz. His words (i.e. G. W's) are theſe, Therefore the Man Chri#? 
Feſus was, before be came in the Body of Fleſh, p. 11. Here the Reftor 
Cites a Conſequence of a Propoſition againſt me, but not the Propoſition 
it ſelf ; wherein he is unfair: Yet the Conſequence proves not, that I 
either affirm or Juſtifie Chriſt's coming is the Hleſ to be but a Figure :

Fudgment Fixed, p. 3 36. Now could this be to deny either the 
Divinity or Manhood of Chriſt ? No ſure ; but rather a Confeſſion to 
both. Neither doth it prove our Confeſton thereunto, only a Paint 
er Varniſh to deceive the Hearts of the Simple, as this Refor would inſi- 
riuate, though very frowardly and unjuſtly : And, That Chri#t exiſteth 
outwardly, Bodily without us, at God's right hand; my Enquiry fox 
Scripture-proof for theſe words, (Nature of Chriſtianity, page 41. 
Amno 1671.) proves no Infincerity in our Belief of Jeſus Chriſt, as 
he is truly God and Man, according as Holy Scripture teſtifies of him ; 
and queſtioning thoſe Terms, was not to deny Chriſt's real Exalta- 
tion in Glory, as he is at the right Hand of the Majeſty in the 
Heavens. 

What the Re#or quotes againſt G.F. and I. P. about Chrift, that 
was Craucified, and his outward Perſon, &C. p. 12, 13. is anſwered and 
explained in the Examination aforeſaid. | 

What he quotes againſt W. Smith's Primmer, p. 8. printed. 1668, 
i, e. They that are Falſe (Miniſters) preach Chriſt wuhoyt. Here | 
wants the word Only, viz. they preach Chriſt without Only (in ops 
poſition to his being within) for it was ſo corrected in the laſt Edi. 
tion of his Works. What carping and picking work do theſe Men 
make againſt us, to make us Offenders for a word ?

To render us I»/incere or Contradifory herein, the Refor begins with 
G. W's Light and Life, thus quoting him, p. 38. viz. The Quakers ſee 
wo need of diretting Men v0 Feſus Chrift or. his Blood, as it was outwardly 
fred art Jeruſalem for Fuftification, &C. Herein 
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Herein he has falſly quoted me, and miſrepreſented my words , 
which if he read them, 'twas the more wickedly done ; If it was 
upon the Credir of another's Information, *rwas preſumpruouſly 
fooliſh, ſo irjuriouſly to cite them. My words in the place quoted 
are theſe ; viz. * The Quakers ſee no need of direQing Men to the 
«© Type for the Antitype, viz. neither to the ourward Temple, nor 
* yet to Feruſalem to Jeſus Chriſt or his Blood ; It ſhould be for 
Jeſus Chriſt there, knowing that neither the Righteouſneſs of Faith, 
nor the Word of it, doth ſo dire, Rem. 10. which is not todiſſwade 
People from Jeſus Chriſt where he is to be found, but from going 
to ſeek him in the Type before mentioned. The Matter is anſwer'd 
before, this Re#or had 'need to be reRified himſelf,

cauſe of (Man's) Sabvation? And p. 64.. It « Falſe Do&rine to lay the me- 
ritorious cauſe or ſtreſs of Fuſtification, upon the @tdding. that Blood let 
out by the Spear. : 
] = ahevs quoted me parrially.izn both theſe paſlages, eſpecially 
in the haſt.

Ebriſt as our Mediator and the one Offering, has obtained Juſtifi- 
cation, Remiſſion and Pardon of Sins, and Eternal Redemption for 
us, which he makes us partakers of, by his Work of Righteouſneſs 
and SanQtification fn} ws, ſo that both Chriſt's Obedience, Deſervings and 

onity, Without us, and his works within us are concerned in our 
Salvation and Juſtification, which his Light and Spirit Leads us ro 
the living Knowledge and Experience of, as We fincerely obey and 
follow the ſame ; for the Apoſtle deſcribes both the waſhing San&ti- 
fication and Juſtification of rrue Qonverts, to be in the name of the 
Lord Jeſus, and by the Spirit of our God, 1 Cor. 6. 11. Therefore 
I _ it will be no reproach ro . P. or any elſe to be in con- 
junRtion with G. W. in this point as he is acccuſed, p. 14. namely, 
That our Tuſtification and Salvation « not Effefted p without 
us, as if there were na need of the Spirit's work within us for our 
Regeneration and San&tification, all which is Chriſt's work, being 
done by his Spirit and Power, which conſequently does no ways 
tefſen his Dignity, Glory and Honour, wherewith he was crowned 
through the Suffering of Death, char he might bring many Sons (af- 
ter him) unto Glory, Heb. 2. 9. 

Again, the ReCtor quotes G. Whitehead, in Counterfeit Convert, 
printed x694- P. 27, 18.

Promiſe of Eternal Inheritance, Heb. 9. 15. and as it was by means of 
Chriſt thar true Chriſtians believe in God, who raiſed him up from 
the Dead, and gave him Glory and Honour, that their Faith and 
Hope might be in God, « Pet. 1. 20, 21. So if Chriſt our Mediator 
be the Means, the Cauſe, and Great Inſtrument, of our Faith and 
Salvation, and his Death the Means of our Redemption and Remilli- 
on of Sins in his Blood ; Ir can be no diſhonour ro him to confels . 
his Sufferings and Death in che Fleſh, inſtrumentally to contribute 
to our Salvation, and that Chriſt himſelf by his Light and Life in 
us, is the Immediate and Efficient cauſe thereof, thereby fulfilling and 
confirming in us the bleſſed and holy Deſign and Ends of his Sufferings 
and Death for us. 

I am: not aſhamed of my Teſtimony for Chriſt in this matter, 
and give it here more truly than my Adverfary has done out of the 
place quored, out of Counterfeit Convert, p. 18. vis.

To what he quotes againſt Tho. Lawſon his Untaught Teacher, print- 
ed 1655. Þ: 4, 5. Againſt looking for Salvation from a means without, 
and ſeeking a way to Salvation without, P. 15. 

I have not the Book quoted, but am apt to think T. L's unfairly, 
. or not fully cited in this place, ler the Re#or produce a fair and full

By this our Profeſſion is granted as Comprehenſive of a great part 
of Chriſtian Religion, and our Sincerity therein is known to God 
who judgeth Righteouſly, and we may not ſubmit it to this Perſon's 
Frejudice or usjuſt Judgment, and Quotations wherein his Falſeneſs 
and Partiality are in a great meaſure already detefted : And what he 
now quaes againſt our ſaid Profeſſion, out of Tyramy and Hypecriſie 
detefled, p. 19.g0f S. E's declaring G. F. Bleſſed be the Man that came 
out of the North, &c. And a Letter ſaid to be writ by Joſiah Coale 
from Barbadoes, to G. F. in 1658. which this Perſon faith, is Fuſtified 
by W. Penn in hs Judas and the Jews, p. 44, 45, 45. 

We have heard often of this Letter of F. C's, and of W. P's Vindi- 
cation thereof, but I find no Reply from this Re&or, to Refute I. P.

Though F. C: confefferh the Church 
ro be the Body of Chriſt in the place quoted,” he alſo confeſſerh 
Chriſt's glorious Body, like unto whictr his Body: the Church ſhall

And the clean 
Water the Lord promiſed to Sprinkle upon his People, to make them 
clean from all their Filthineſs, -and to cleanſe them from all their 
Idols, Exzck.
